High prices which have been generally deplored in France 


. have also worked to the advantage of the French people in 
one respect. Consumption of alcoholic drinks in the republic 
has been cut in half during the last sixteen years, according to 
figures just made public, and'the gradually increasing co"st of 
liquor is given as the principal reason. 


The use of absinthe has been suppressed by the French gov- 


ernment and the number of saloons greatly reduced. This has 
resulted in a general improvement of conditions in France and 
poverty and criminality have always been lessened. The stren- 
uous times into which France has been plunged by the fall 
of the franc and the disruption of the nation's economic struc- 
ture, would have proved much more serious, according to ob- 
servers had this condition not obtained. 


. Prohibition is evidently on the way 'to achievement in 
in France. It is not likely that any drastic legislation "will be 
enacted abolishing the liquor traffic at one blow, but by con- 
tinued government -restriction and the effect of increased 
prices the drink.business is threatened with eventual destruc- 
tion. Each generation in France boasts more'abstainers than 
the last and thus France will'achieve by a process of evolution 
what America achieved by the enactment of one piece of legis- 
lation.

Thayer, was born of American 
mis- 


sionary parents in Persia. She mar- 
ried a Russian diplomat and lived for 
many years in various 
countries in 


Asia and Europe, settling on his es- 
tate between Petrograd and Moscow 
In 1903 and living there among 
the 


peasants until she escaped. 


Madame Ponafidine at the opening of 


her talk told how impossible it was in 
one evening to bring the life of Russia 
before her audience, as the 
country 


was so large and with so many people 
it was impossible to generalize. Her 
husband was a large land owner and 
she told how all was taken away.
